HIGHWAY ACT 
’ 
TO THE FRONT 
Governor’s Salary To 
Be Raised to $10,000 
By Proposed Bill 


MONTGOMERY, Di-c. 27.—<AP) 
The special session of the legis­ 
lature, opening 
tomorrow, 
took 
precedence over all other matters 
of importance here this morning 
with virtually every member of 
both houses on the job. 
Interest continued keen for the 
house leadership 
and 
committee 
appointments, while the 
subjects 
for which the legislature has been 
called, highway bonds and 
gaso­ 
line tax, have come in for a little 
of the unofficial discussion so far. 
Early this morning the capitol 
became thronged with legislators 
visiting the various 
departments. 
The steady line of visitors at the 
governor’s office kept the chief 
executive occupied. 
Supporters of 
the highway measures, which are 
proposed by Governor-Elect Graves, 
assert that there will be no diffi­ 
culty encountered in passing both 
bond issue and gasoline tax meas­ 
ures, while a bill 
which 
Senator 
Charles T. Tfeasley has announced 
he would present calling for an in­ 
crease in the 
governor’s 
salary 
from $7,500 to $10,000 also should 
pass with little opposition many 
legislators believe. 
Legislative leaders are hopeful 
that the special session 
can 
be 
brought to an end with the fifth 
legislative day, which will be pos­ 
sible only if no deadlock m-ereated 
over the’ speakership and if the 
reading of bills is

without delay in both houses.

Morgan County Near 
40,000 Bales With 
. Ginning Slow 


Morgan county may reach 40,- 
000 bales for an all-time^record 
in cotton yield this yean 
The 
prediction is made on the strength 
of the last government estimate 
made of 36,453, of cotton ginned 
m Pripr to December 13, 1920. 
The 
yield is compared with a 1925 yield 
to the same date of 35,348 bales. 
With ginning slowly coming to­ 
ward á halt it is hardly probable 
that the figure will exceed 40,000 
bales this year, though ginning 
and marketing of the crop will 
continue 
through 
March of the 
coming year. 
Morgan county continues to hold 
to seventh place in the state rank­ 
ing, six other Alabama Couhtles 
having pushed ahead, with Madi­ 
son county leading at a gigantic 
figure of 57,279. Madison is near­ 
ly 10,000 bales ahead of the 1925 
comparison. Limestone county has 
reached 41,053, while Cullman has 
43,021 bales. Lawrence and Lau­ 
derdale counties are down the list, 
the former having 28,138 and the 
latter 29,807.

SESSION ANB THE 
BOND ISSUE. 


December 28, tomorrow, finds the legislature 
going into special session at Montgomery, legis­ 
lators will plan to some certain extent the road 
future of the state of Alabama for the next 
four years. 
The legislature has been called at 
the request-of Governor-Elect Bibb Graves, that 
gentleman preferring to gain some action just so 
soon as feasible. 
The legislature goes into session with but a 
single object in view, either the people will be 
asked to Vote on a bond issue of approximately 
$25,000,000 proportion, else thdr people will be 
asked to remain silent. 
Legislators have felt 
the pulse of the people before going to Mont­ 
gomery and it is probable that minds are already 
made up. 
Recent rains, floods, stories of roads being 
closed to traffic should offer sufficient proof to 
the legislature that the people of Alabama want 
good roads and that they are willing to pay for 
those roads, provided immediate relief is offered. 
People do not care to wait around on the out­ 
side of the political show, waiting for their money 
to be spent after they have already paid all the 
charges. 
Submission of the $25,000,000 good roads bond 
issue to the people of Alabama will meet with 
success. 
Watch that prediction and you will find the, 
truth of it after the people go to the polls. There 
was not a single Alabamian who cast a vote in 
the recent gubernatorial primary who did not 
favor good roads, various plans of course, but 
Alabama wanted good roads and she voted for 
men who put good roads in their respective plat­ 
forms. 
Every candidate knew that before he 
placed his name on the list to be balloted upon, 
it was more a question of what proportion the 
bond issue would be rather than any question of 
judgment as to whether Alabama wanted good 
roads. 
The people of this state learned years ago that 
commercial activity is choked just so soon as the 
roads are not amply provided, they have learned 
that inasmuch as the people are the users of 
roads that the people are expected to pay for. 
the roads and this conviction Is precisely the 
carrying point for the bond issue. If that plan 
is placed before the people of Alabama within a 
short while, with the promise that some action 
may be expected so soon as the money is placed 
in the hands of a highway department, then you 
may look for an overwhelming sentiment favor­ 
ing the bond issue idea. 
Alabama is badly in need of roads, that is al­ 
most a trite assertipn having been made so often. 
During the recent rains some cities in this state 
were actually cut off, the people could not leave 
their cities by automobile, owing to the distress-^ 
ing condition of roads. Such fact forms a basts 
for the answer of the people of this state, they 
are tirjd of slopping around in the mud arid re­ 
gardless of the amount of money spent, so long 
as it is spent by competent hands, they are going 
to vote that such a sum be Called for by the 
legislature. 
Alabama will anxiously await news from legis­ 
lative halls, feeling that those men are going 
to do the best for the state and offer a logical 
plan which will mean the building of roads in 
the state during the next year and the succeeding 
years of Governor-Elect Graves’ term of office. 
Roads will prove a decisive factor in the prog­ 
ress of Alabama in the next four years. 
Peo­ 
ple realize that importance and will vote the 
burden upon themselves.

FORTY ANB FIGHT’ 
CHIEF RESIGNS 


Sam Dowling Goes 
To Africa, Leaves 
His Suggestion 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Dec. 27. 
(AP)—The “Forty and Eight” 
of Alabama has lost its head. 
This in the strictly literal sense 
of the phrase, as Sam M. Dowling 
of Ozqrk, “grand chef de gare” o£ 
the organization lias gone to Af­ 
rica, leaving his resignation behind 
him, together with » recommenda­ 
tion that G. Paul R-ollin, local jew­ 
eler, and at present “gand chef 
de train,” be placed in full charge. 
The resignation of the chief of 
the State’s boxcar club, named in 
loving memory of the diminutive 
French troop carriers, was sent 
from on board the 8. S. Roosevelt, 
bound for England. 
Mr. Dowling, connected with a 
large American rubber company, 
has been assigned to Monrovia, in 


Liberia, the black republic of Af 
rica. But like a true Legionnaire 
he wrote that he planned to visit 
ParD .first, going Mere by air 
route from London. 
The resigned grand chef was 
elected at the last convention of 
the 40 and 8, held in Selma. In ten 
dering his resignation Mr. Dowl 
ing expressed deep regret over the 
severance of relations with Legion 
naire friends throughout the State 
and re-asserted his intention of 
retaining membership in the 40 
and 8 as long as he lives.

In the course of a long life, however, It is notf 
unusual to have a joint or two disturbed by accident; 
or disease. 
On this account we should know what* 
to do when trouble appears. 
There is a marked difference between acute, 
I trouble with a joint and some chronic, long standing, 
difficulty. Most of the active, painful, acute joint 
[disabilities, may be traced to injury. 
Some time ago I was in a taxicab accident and 
hurt my knee. In consequence, there developed that 
disagreeable trouble called “water on the knee. Per- 
1 haps you would like to know what I did for it.

When a joint is injured, the first thing is to keep it quie 
sible. That is, an effort must be made to restrain the joint 
visual movements. 
To thla end. !tT 
Is « uBtoniary to bandage the part, or, 
twitter atilt, to strap it with adhesive 
tape. 
A damaged knee may be more or 
less "fixed" in position, by apply­ 
ing diagonally atrapa of adhesive. 
T hey run from below and to the out­ 
side of the knee, acroaa it and to 
the inside of the leg above. Thla la 
followed by a atrip from the inside, 
up and out.

As each strip of tape la placed a 
little higher than the preceding one,

MOTORING FATALITIES 
CONTINUE TO INCREASE; 7 
NEARLY 29,$$$ IN 1925 
Authentic figures on automobile 
fatalities in the year 1925 are just 
now being announced by the United 
States Department of Commerce. 
A statement giving data OP acci­ 
dental deaths charged to Automo­ 
biles and other 
motor 
vehicles 
(excluding motorcycles) issued to­ 
day by the department, says that 
in the registration area ©f the 
United States there were itjf tl ac­ 
cidental deaths in 1925 for which 
motor vehicles are held responsible, 
that the death rate %om thia 
cause was 17 per 
fopulft- 
tion, against 15.7 in 1924, 14.9 in 
1923, 12.5 in 1922 and 11.5 in 1924, 
14.9 in 1923, 12.5 in 1922 and 11,5 
1 1921. 


It will thus be seen that the 
number of fatalities has been stead­ 
ily increasing each 
year.

would be greater if they included 
those resulting from collisions f of 
automobiles with electric "’street 
cars, which caused 498 deaths, an¿ 
those due to collisions of automo­ 
biles with trains, which capsítd 1,- 
286 deaths..

The statement of the department 
says: ' “As in 1925 the registra­ 
tion area included only 89.4 per 
cent of the total population of the 
United States, by assuming that 
the number of automobile fatali­ 
ties reported in the 'registration 
area comprises 89.4 per cent of the 
number of fatalities in the entire 
United States, it has been estimat­ 
ed that the total number of fatali­ 
ties in that year due to accide;f *• in 
which automobiles were involved 
was approximately 21,627.”
